Thoinfantry 
moved on beyond less than 
two ■' milea from the Runr- 
Frapkfurt superhighway, 
Kretxcnhaus, five miles east 
of the Rhine, was cleared and 
Kalehbom was entered. 

To ' the south the third ■'army 
cleared the western bank of the 
Moselle river save for , stragglers 
and opened a new drive across the 
top of the Industrial Gaar district 
which carried nine and a half miles 
cut of Bsarturg and the Siegfried 
line. ■ 

Other first army troops fought 
Into the list. two miles of wooded 
hEls between them and the 
lone super-highway linking 
Ruhr with FrnrJcfuxt-on- the -Main. 
The road was under artillery lire. 

Their ititngth Increased over 
near pontoon bridge, erected under 
fire Saturday, and the prized Luden- 
dendorfl bridge which the aermans 
still tried resolutely to cut "' 
heavy shells and bombs.

CHICAGO, March 14 (U.P>- Better 
get a good mental picture of those 
three-Inch steaks and Juicy roasts 
that used to line the butcher's coun- 
ters, because they won't be in styli 
again for a long, long time. 

Producers, wholesalers and retail- 
ers agreed gloomily today that 
civilians might Just aa well resign 
themselves to empty meal counters. 
It may be months, they predicted 
before fresh meats return to the 
market 

The current meat shortage, they 
said. Is tho worst since th* war 
began and is widespread as It Is 

A United Press survey revt 

that in nearly every section of the 
country the better grades of meat- 
beef, pork, veal and lamb— had vir- 
tually disappeared. Even cold cuts 
and canned meats were almost 
existent. 

Spokesmen for tho American Meat 
Instltuto cited four reasons for " 
shortage; 

Tho lowest February etoefcj in 
history. 

A drop-off In production, espe- 
cially In parte. 

Increased demands of the military 
and lend-lease. ^ - 

Widespread -black market ■ opera,

Tho meat Institute tepoited- ltis 
tharr 163,000 ,000 pounds' of meat 
would be available weekly during 
the- -first Quarter of' 194S. The 
amount was. based on allocations " 
federally-Inspected, meats. 



SLOT MACHINES 
ARE MADE LEGAL 

BOI8E, March 11 OJ.Ri-OperaUon 
of 1 slot machines In non-profit and 
social clubs will be legal May 8, 
effective date- of a bill 'signed by 
Oov. Charles C. Oossett late yes- 
terday. . 

Tho hill did not carry an emer- 
gency clause, hence it becomes law 
60 days following adjournment 
the legislature. ; 

In signing the measure, Oossett 

iid "this will take slot machines 
away from 'teen age people and eon- 
line them to frat«rnal clubs." 

Z. Reed Millar, Boise, vice-presi- 
dent, Idaho Allied 'Civic .Forces, 
which has carried on a campaign 
against slot machines, said: "The 
bill Is unconstitutional because it 
la .class legislation and violates the 
constitutional provision against lot- 
teries. We will have a lawsuit 
maybe." 

The clubs will pay to the state a 
license fee of (100 on each machine. 
Cities may levy a fee or II 00 on each 
machine and counties WO. In ndii- 
tlon the clubs must pay each year 
to a' recognized charity I3S0 for each 
machine. 

Other bills algned by the governor 
;ould regulate the Issuance of title 
Insurance; eliminate the require- 
ment "of county treasurers to report, 
detailed expenditures ot highway 
funds received from the state; clari- 
fy laws relating to disposition of 
general election ballots and tally 
sheets; provide for filing of notices 
regarding lode or placer mining 
claims to comply with an act of 
congress; provide methods by which 
fire protection districts may be dis- 
solved; provide methods far Issuance 
of bonds by counties for hospital 
construction and Improvements, and 
provide that upper division credits ot 
naval V-13 trainees at the southern 
branch at Pocatello are valid. 



New Food 
Reduction 
In Offing 

WASHINGTON, March 14 W) — 
Civilians, may be asked to eat still 
less meat and other scarce foods 
In the Interest of American efforts' 
to make the forthcoming world 
security confer one o a success. 

This appeared likely today as : 
administration sought to resolve 
lntcr-agcney controversy over the 
division of dwindling food supplies 
among military, civilian, lend-lease, 
foreign relief and other export 
claimants. 

Demands lor meat, sugar, butler 
and other fats considerably exceed 
prospective supplies. The war food 
administration has proposed that 
some of the corrunltmcnts made for 
lend-lease and foreign relief be re- 
duced "drastically and that military 
demands be trimmed somewhat. -for 
the April-June quarter to permit 
civilian supplies to be maintained 
neor present levels. 

Opposition to this WFA proposal 
has been raised by the war depart- 
ment and agencies representing 
lend-lease and foreign relief. The 
matter has been submitted' to a spe- 
cial committee headed by foreign 
Economic Administrator Leo ~ 
Crowley.

LONDON, March 1* UP}— Russian 
troops have broken through one of 
tho main German lines West of the 
Oder In -Berlin's forcfield, while the 
German commander In Berlin or- 
dered" the relch capital defended 
"above and underground" to the last 
bullet.' 

The Oerman high command an- 
nounced a powerful .Russian offen- 
sive aimed at wiping- out nolle In 
test Prussia, but declared Soviet at- 
tacks from the Lebtis bridgehead 
vest of the Oder, north of Frank- 
furt "broke down."' 

The Reuters dispatch said Mar. 
thai Gregory Zhukov's first white 
Russian army overran a main Oer- 
man line en an IB- mile oder front 
between captured l£euitrln 
threatened Frankfurt. 

German broadcasts fiaJd the. front 
was aflame for 110 miles from Stet- 
tin south to Quben and Font, the 
Nelsse . river bastions on Marshal 
Ivan Konev's first tncranion front 
southeast of Berlin, 

"Blttor fighting is raging all along 
this front for Stettin. Frankfurt, 
Quben anfl Foiat, as well as froro 
bridgeheads on the Oder aiming for 
the most attractive target of all, 
Berlin," snld a transoccan broadcast. 

Girding for defense of Germany^ 
queen city, Lleut-Ocn. Bruno Von 
Hsucnschlld, chief of Berlin's de- 
fense, declared In an order that the 
city would be defended to the last 
and that "all stralegema'' and tricks 
were allowed. Dispatches to Stock- 
halm' added that all possibilities of 
defense were being exploited and 
es of weapons distributed.

Modern war being the technological horror 
: that It la, any program of peacetime military 
> training needs to bo matched by one ol aclen- 
' title preparedness. A realistic stop toward the 
latter haa been taken with the formation of 
the Research Board for National Security, 

This board, composed of 20 civilian aclen- 
tists and 20 from the army and navy, will 
succeed tbo wnrtlmo office of scientific re- 
'- search and development, and will function 
until congress sets up an Independent and 
' presumably permanent research agency 
; which has already been rccommendued. 
Some, of course, will argue against any 

■ such board. The arguments probably will par- 
allel those against peacetime military train- 

I . lng: Continuing military activitfoa will make 
' = us a militaristic nation and lead ua into war; 

■ military training has never kept Europe at 
peace. 

And the argument may also be heard that 
. America's famous "know-how" and great in- 
'. dustrlal development will enable us to keep 
pace with the scientific parade, or at least 
catch up to It In plenty of time In an emer- 
gency. 

Familiar answers will serve for the first two 
arguments. Modem, adequate defense mcos- 
: urea are no more an Invitation to war than 
: modem, adequate police protection is on ln- 
: v!tatlon to crime. (Such measures naturally 
;, do not Include huge armament production, 
but simply development of effective offen- 
sive Instruments, and the life-prolonging 
.rudiments of military training, including 
some familiarity with these instruments.) 

Military training has not kept Europe at 
peace. But the lack of It has not kept us out 
oI Europe's two latest and greatest wars. 
: Scientific unpreparcdncss, not lack of 
trained manpower, brought about France's 
defeat and very nearly spelled England's 
rain. And, for all our "know-how," scientific 
unpreporedness has hampered and continues 
to hamper our war with Germany, according 
to competent spokesmen. 

Some considerably misleading information 
on American equipment seems to have come 
.v'i Jrom ad writers or from enthusiastic publicity 
x ; men in war plants or the services. We havp 
"< \ some unrivaled Instruments and weapons, 
j ; But reports from the European fronts have 
lately cast doubt on claims that everything 
American Is "the best In the world." 

These reports cover such things as artllleryi 
tanks and winter boots. They mention flying 
bombs and Jet-propelled fighters. Our be- 
lated construction of these aerial weapons 
apparently Imitates the German models now 
in action.- And at last reports our entries were 
still In the test stage. 

Thus we seem to be lagging already In pro- 
ducing the' type of weapon which future wars 
might bring. One good way of forestalling 
these future wars 13 scientific research to pre- 
vent any country's getting the tremendous 
technical head start that Germany enjoyed 
in this conflict. 




DEBT TO SOCIETY

to society" takes on new meaning in the caso 
of the several hundred Inmates of three pris- 
ons who have volunteered as "guinea pigs" 
In testing new drugs to combat malaria.

For these men 
will not only contract the disease, but will 
submit to experiments with potential rem- 
-cdles whose properties and correct dosage 
« ore as yet imperfectly known. 
|j If the tests are successful, malaria sufferers 
|; have promise not of the relief and control 
', that quinine and atabrlnc bring, but of com- 
' plete cure of this recurring disease. Most Im- 
portant, success will provide a remedy for 
thousands of soldiers who have contracted 
this painful, exhausting and sometimes fatal 
disease. 

It is significant that these prisoners are 
promised nothing beyond the best of care. 
They take full responsibility for all conse- 
quences. They are offered no special priv- 
ileges, commutation of sentence, or other re- 
ward. They aw simply in the best and.truest 
""~ne, paying their debt to society.

FORCE HEADQUARTERS — Yd

This hu been particularly true In 
Yugoslatls, Prom bases In Italy, fly- 
era ot the Balkan air force,, under 
air Vice -Admiral Elliott, havo land' 
ed tram port planet with desperate- 
ly needed supplies behind the Unci 
In' Yugoslavia. British, American, 
Oreek and some Yugoslav pilots 
hare faced great hazards to supply 
Marshal Tito's partisans. 

On* of their chief accomplish- 
ments his been evacuation to Italy 
ot nearly 15,000 wounded partisans. 
Because of the lack ot even primi- 
tive transportation. Tito's forces of- 
ten had to carry their wounded on 
stretchers over mountainous terrain. 
Under such conditions, six stretcher 
bearers were required for each of 
'minded, ana the mobility of 
the partisan armies was often reduc- 
ed to a point where massacre by 
tbe.Qi^aM"lecmea'a'cirlaIhTy;' " 

Once, as the Germans were about 
to close In, Tito sent an urgent ap- 
peal for the evacuation of SOT 
wounded. The alternative was te 
leave them behind for certain tor- 
ture and slaughter by the advanc- 
ing Germans. 

The itory of how. within a few 
hours, a plan wai worked out and 
transport planes were landed In day- 
light on Improvised alrstrlpa Is s 
dramatlo Illustration of the poten- 
tialities of air power. With more 
than 900 wounded men taken out of 
the German trap, the partisans re- 
gained their mobility, the stretcher > 
bearers took up arms, and disaster 
- as once again averted. 

Among nearly 15,000 persons res- 
cued from Insldo Yugoslavia are 
more than GOO children. They had 
been living during the winter on a 
diet of wild garlic, snow and occa- 
sional bread. 

Wounded and starving soldiers 
have been brought to British hospi- 
tals In Italy, and where thoy have 
been nursed back to health with the 
beat possible medical cart, Now the 
process Is being reversed and sever- 
al thousand soldiers havo been 
flown back Into Yugoslavia. Some, 
restored to health, have already re- 
turned to the front, where Tito Is 
strut! Ung with an acute shortage 



of fighting manpower. 

Besides evacuating the wounded, 
tho Balkan air force has flown In 
well over 7.000 tons ol vital war 
material— ammunition, food, guns, 
clothing. Almost half of this volume 
was carried In plnnes flown ' 
American crews. 

There has been casualties In terri- 
ble weather and over snow- covered 
mountains, but many crew members 
have found their way out or enemy 
territory. Pilots I have talked to in 
Yugoslavia told of tho wonderful 
treatment given them by peasants, 
who often risked their lives to hide 
our men. Everywhere tho word 
"Americans" brought generous treat- 
ment, With families offering crew- 
men what little food they had. 

Two filers I talked, to who had 
balled out In Russian-held Hungary 
reported similar treatment by tho 
Russians. One who had suffered In- 
juries In his Jump was given excel- 
lent care In a well-run hospital es- 
tablished In a former apartment 
building under direction of a doctor 
brought from Moscow. 

These filers of all nationalities In 
the International Mediterranean 
command have flown into Yugosla- 
via several thousand tons ot food, 
hundreds of tons of explosives, 
thousands of uniforms, light ma- 
chine guns, anti-tank rifles, more 
than 310,000 grenades and a variety 
of other weapons. 

Tills, of course, Is not the sum to- 
tal of of the aid to Yugoslavia. The 
bulk of shipments, particularly of 
ToocOiaYC gone in by ship across 
the Adriatic. The volume of food 
sent In by sea Is several times that 
flofln In. But the important point 
about the air shipments Is that they 
came off at critical moments and In 
remote mountain glens that could 
not possibly be reached In any other 
way. It Is hard to Imagine the sense 
of relief and elation when one hears 
friendly planes coming with sup- 
plies that will mean tho difference 
between life and death.

In wnams rtttn 
rowdy contempt mmmn ™" 
for the war labor board and Roose- 
velt, he Insisted on a tales tax 1 
recorded muslo which he expects 
yield about 14,000,000 a year, not to' 
the musician*, but to hi*. treasury. 
The precedent exists far back in' 
union practice, notably la the needle 
trades whose rulers are staunch new 
dealers, and In certain local butch- 
ers' unions which sell tags to be af- 
fixed to chickens killed under union 
conditions. 

The baalo principle of the case, the 
right of unions to .collect sales taxes 
on commodities payable, In the long 
run, by the consumer, hu long been 
established, probably without the 
knowledge of the people, Whether 
this, tax accrues to the Individual 
who does. the work. Is shared by al! 
members of a union or flows Into a 
fund Inaccessible to. them, Is a' sec- 
ondary .matter, loaded however, 
with it* own fascinating portent. 

These- rights, or assumptions, 
existed in a email way and In de- 
sultory and Imperceptible practice 
before the new deal Since the new 
deal began, however, they have been 
confirmed by recognition. 

Lewis' demand Is In the public in- 
terest because It presents. In shock- 
lng enormity the power of private 
organizations, subject to no Income 
taxes and exempt even from the ob- 
ligation to file reports of their In- 
come, to tax all the people, each to 
its own Interest. Now the people have 
no excuse to. remain unaware and If 
they continue to submit, they, have 
only themselves to blame. Possibly 
they want It that way.

Lewis U strong' and willful and a- 
consummate politician,- as Roosevelt 
has learned In the touchy fingering 
of many bruises suf ered In contests 
with one man who delights to draw 
htm Into fights and has licked him 
every tlmo save 1040 when Lewis 
supported Wendell Wlllkle. He can 
do as ho wills with the money ot 
the United Mine workers. In 1BSS, 
he gave enormously to Roosevelt's 
campaign, and In ih'e Informative 
years of the O: I. O, the miners 
paid the expenses of organising oth- 
ers. For a time, until the fact was 
exposed -by newspaper Initiative, 
Lewis had among his governing 
body, In which ho Is supreme, a con- 
victed burglar with an otherwise in- 
teresting and extensive police rec- 
ord.

fight him have felt his blows and 
bowed to' superior power, and whe- 
ther or not you believe it was a true 
case of cause and effect, a telegram 
from Lewis to Herrln, DJ^ was fol- 
lowed by a massacre of members ot 
a rival union as frfethtful as some of 
the liquidations of Hitler and Stalin. 

We all know that unions are pri- 
vate organ [rations, but even lawyers 
do not agree what docs constitute a 
union. Wo do know, however, that 
they have the power how, If not 
the right, to collect sales taxes on 
every article ot commerce that we 
use.

In 
time he Is likely to take h!s.!c 
and.be glad of them. 

No school should be without Its 
orchtslia. In that group many 
child has round relief, peace and i 
open road to success. We hove in 
the school a big orchestra. Every- 
body welcome. They work for forty- 
five minutes at a time, and the 
classes come and go all day long and 
far Into tho afternoon for teacher 
and pupils live muslo there, One 
room Is set apart for the beginners 
and in there the noise Is fearful and 
wonderful to the outsider. Not to the 
teacher. Ho hears tho violin scrape, 
'and goes to help; ho hears the false 
note on tho horn and reaches over to 
touch a fluttering finger; he lores 
It and so do the children.

MustBeOpened 



All airmail packages must bo 
opened by tho postofflec, and two 
witnesses must sign. It was announc* 
ed Tuesday by M. A. Stronk, post- 
master at Twk Foils. 

This Is a postal safety regulation 
to prevent sending of bombs or other 
dangerous objects by air transpor- 
tation, he explained. 

The order requiring that airmail 

Keels' contents must be Inspected, 
been, effective since Oct. 33, 
1013. The amendment to the postal 
laws and regulations covering this 
order reads: 

"No ■ scaled package, parcel, — 
other sealed article (except letters 
In their ordinary and ■. usual, ■form,-' 
and official mall) shall bo apnpted 
for transmission by air mall unless 
it bears on the address side there- 
of the name and address of the 
sender, together with the endorse- 
ment 'Postmaster: This package 
may be opened for postal inspec- 
tion If necessary.' " 

When any article (other than 
letters In their ordinary and usual 
form, or official moll) -intended for 
transmission by airmail Is deposted 
In any street collection box, or at 
any other point, without bearing the 
endorsement authorising opening 
for poatal Inspection, the .article 
win be -held and If the sender Is 
known and can be promptly notified 
shall bo requested to place the 
required endorsement on It, oc cord- 
tag to tho order of tho postmaster 
general 

If the sender la umtnown 0 

3t be contacted without delaying 
dispatch of the article. It will not 
be sent by airmail but should be 
dispatched by surface transporta- 
tion, postmasters throughout the 
country have been Instructed.
